THE DEARTH,OF YOUTH.

Even before the war it was 


~ observed by the few serious stud- 


ents of population that the. in- 
crease inthe numberof the people 
was abnormal and deceptive. 
There was, and stillis,an increase, 
. but is of a kind unprecedented 
and specious, We must not 
merely count the people and 
recken that the rate of increase 
in past decades is approximately 
maintained, but we must ascertain 
who are increasing and who are 
not.

‘ Dominions Royal Commission, we 


learnt that the elderly are those |’ 
whose numbers were increasing 
most markedly, or at all, before 
the war, and especially the elder- 
Ip women. It is good ta know 
that, thanks to advances in 
hygiene and medical science, the 
elderly liye Ionger than ther 
used .to do. In fact, they 
tend to accumulate, especially the 
women, so thet the tendency 
“may be expressed, with humoraus 
exaggeration, in the assertion 
that we are rupidly turning into 
a nation of old women. (The 
women live longer than the men 
partly because of their wiser 
habits, now being lost, and partly 
because of their sex. Woman 


. basless muscularity than man, 


but, being designed’ for the 
supreme exigencies of mother- 
hood, she has more vitality. He 
bullies her, but she buries hit.) 
Ir is evident, however, 
there are limits to this process, 
for the old must die at last, and 
indeed, for the few years immedi- 
ately proceeding the war, we 
noticed that the general death- 
Tate was rising. This was not 
due’ to a retrogression in the 
standard of public health, but to 
the fact that the accumulated 
elderly were beginning to die off. 
Their numbers -were actually 
telling upon the death-rate. 
AGE-CONSTITUTION, 
The -reader = should be 
familiarised with the. meaning of 
the term, “ Age-constitution.” It 
is not enough to know how many - 
persons there are ins community. 
We must also know its sex- 
constitution. and its age-constitu- 
tion—that is to say, the numbers 
of the young and the old therein. 
A leading fact of our nation in 
this century is that its age-con- 
stitution is steadily rising— 


. having risen so far, indeed, that 


the pre-war death-rate was 
beginning to rise, as it must at 
last in a comparatively aged 
population. The causes of this 
rise in age-constitution were first. 
the accumulatiqn of the elderly, 
better sheltered and cared for 
than the elderly were in past 
generations; and, second, the fall 
in the birth-rate. It has long been 
a suppressio veri on the part of 
the neo-Malthusians to paint to 
the increase of the population, 
despite the falling birth-rate, 
without mentioning that -the in- 
crease is.not among the young, 
with their careers .as individuals 
and as parents before them but 
among the elderly, ,who have no 
such future. We have had no 
census, since 191], and ‘here is 
urgent need for a proper enumera-

He hax been engaged in France, 
since October of that year. 

In putting his case to a Daily 

News representative he said he, 
had had many opportunities of! 
inspecting the tanks. In a 
essential principles they followed 
his orginal designs. 
“I can prove by my docu- 
ments,” he said, “that they dre 
usiog almost the identical things! 
I suggested five years before they | 
were used. Bur what annoys 
me is that they could have built 
the machines before the war, and 
they would have saved thousands 
of lives and changed the whole 
aspect of the war in France and 
Belgium.”
